Widow'* or orphans of 
World 
W ar II or Korean conflict veter­ 
ans who are ineligible for pens if n 
paym ents under the present law 
should investigate the possibility 
that thry may tiffomo eligible on 
July I, 10RO, the V eteran* Admin­ 
istration said this w’ook in a re­ 
le a se to The Herald 
The VA pointed out that on 
July I the new' pension system 
passed by Congress in 1939 goes 
into effect.
